He has performed with the Dutch 
National Ballet and the Basel Ballet, both as 
soloist. 

In 1987 he journeyed across the waters to

Nissinen does not see 
the Alberta Ballet as a vehicle 

for his own choreography. 

“I believe that you are born a choreogra- 
pher with a burning desire to create. You 
must work from the heart and not from the 
brain only.” 

The names of choreographers he suggest- 
ed are artists whose works are rarely seen 
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live in Edmonton but are some of the 
world’s best. Jiri Killian (Nederlans Dance 
Theatre), Mats Ek (Sweden's Cullberg 
Ballet), Mark Morris (American) and young 
people who have yet to make a name for 
themselves but who Nikkinen hopes to pro- 
pel to fame. 

He’s pleased with the dancers in the com- 
pany and even though turnover in personnel 
is normal with a change in artistic director- 
ship, he predicts little. 

“They are a nice dynamic bunch of 
dancers who are very professional, very dis- 
ciplined. Ali has worked very well with them 
to bring out their best.” 

How does Nikkinen intend to bring out 
their best? 

“Through teaching and motivating you 
can use the correct psychology and offer a 
place to learn and create. If you treat people 
well and make them feel comfortable they 
will not be afraid to make mistakes and so 
make themselves more vulnerable. A dancer 
must be sensitive as an instrument which 
means that they must be secure enough to 
explore unknown territory and really 
progress.”

always write in the third person; I never write 
‘T’. Lread writers who do and I mutter, “nobody 

cares but your Mom”. However, my year-end 
columns are a tradition: I invariably write a truly 
personal piece. A newsletter to my readership, 
presumptuously assuming I in fact have one. 

As I said in my Christmas family newsletter to 
my family and friends, 1997 was a banner year for 
me if you don’t count money as being part of the 
banner. I’ve never based any decision in my 
career on money; perhaps that’s not the smartest 
thing to do, but it’s too late to turn back now. 

Early in the year I was managing The Piemyn 
and they broke up; I was writing for Culture 
Shock magazine and it folded; clubs I was 
booking quit having live music. Subsequently, 
some restructuring was in ordér. 

I loved The Piemyn, but fortunately when 
the band packed it in, there was no question 
that Chris Smith and I would keep working 
together. It’s extremely rare to find an artist as 
creative as Chris, who also knows so much 
about the workings of the business end of 
music. He is very knowledgeable 
about how the industry 
works and yet cares very lit- 
tle. It’s refreshing to see 
someone with such little 
regard for standard proce- 
dure; who does things for 
the right reasons. Chris is an 
honest and trustworthy per- 
son, a very good guitarist, a 
fine songwriter — brilliant 
lyricist. Working with him is defi- 

nitely one of my favorite things. 

Once it was apparent Culture Shock was stay- 
ing down, I realized I'd better get writing some- 
where. I was doing publicity on an unrelated pro- 
ject and had to come in to SEE Magazine. They 
really rolled out the red carpet and lam a shame- 
less, pathetic sucker for a good ego stroke. I had 
my regular Sounding Off colurnn in the magazine 
the next week; it’s been eight months now and it’s 
a blast. Writing for a weekly is great; it keeps you 
on the edge. And I love working with people who 
get fired up about what they're doing. 

It was Dec. 10, 1977 that I did my first live 
sound-engineering job, so I celebrated two 
decades of mixing this year. This coincided with 
my doing one of my favorite sound gigs ever, 
(j;Maracujah! opening this year’s Folk Festival. 
The band played great; the PA sounded so good, 
Clive Alcock had it set up so well; it was an 
absolute breeze and a ton of fun. Big thanks to 
Clive and the band for that one. 

That first sound gig 20 years ago was a hall

party with Tacoy Ryde. I went and heard the band 
recently and they are still the kick-ass groove 
band they always were. It bodes well for us late 
boomers. So thanks to this band, the ones who 
gave me my start in this topsy-turvy world of rock 
and roll. Now I’m making hundreds of dollars in 
the music industry; I tell ya, | wake up feeling like 
75 bucks! 

The first article I wrote for a local magazine 
was in Something Entertaining 10 years ago. It 
was a piece on the lack of all-ages gigs venues. 
This past year was a big one for seeing that situa- 
tion turn around. There is a real resurgence of the 
punk movement, with bands that have members 
as young as 12 and 13- 
years-old. 

I know the members of 
Screwy Louie and I’ve 
seen the band play with 
others 
Misdemeanor, Ladder 
Day Saints and Fall Out 
at ‘Make A Sandwich 
Productions’ shows at 
Westmount Hall and 
Riverdale Hall. These 
guys are booking halls, 
renting gear, making 

posters and putting on 
gigs (with signs up that 
discourage drugs and 
alcohol). If this is the 
next generation of up- 
- and-coming local musicians, 
we're in good hands, : 

I love it here in Edmonton. I think for a city 
this size, the arts and entertainment scene we 
have is absolutely astonishing. The abundance of 
talent, the Folk Fest, Fringe, Street Performers, 
First Night, the Children’s Festival, the Citadel, 
the Winspear, the club scene. We're a-happening 
city and you can still drive in rush hour. It’s a 
clean city, safe, no provincial sales tax, close to 
lakes in the summer and mountain ski resorts in 
winter. : 

A resounding thank you to all the bands and 
clubs that hired me to do sound; to Chris, Feast. 
and Welcome for trusting my opinion. on their 


careers; to all who have enabled me to. exist in - 


this marvellous music community for all these _ 
years.
